Unfair ?) to the Ladies. — In Cherry v. Des Moines Leader, 114 Iowa 298, 
86 N. W. Rep. 323, an action was brought by one of three public performers 
calling themselves " Cherry Sisters" upon the following writing : " Effie is an 
old jade of fifty summers, Jessie a frisky filly of forty, and Addie, the flower of 
the family, a capering monstrosity of thirty-five. Their long skinny arms, 
equipped with talons at the extremities, swung mechanically, and anon waved 
frantically at the suffering audience. The mouths of their rancid features opened 
like caverns, and sounds like the wailings of damned souls issued therefrom. 
They pranced around the stage with a motion that suggested a cross between the 
danse du ventre and fox trot — strange creatures with painted faces and hideous 
mien. Effie is spavined, Addie is stringhalt, and Jessie, the only one who 
showed her stockings, has legs with calves as classic in their outlines as the 
curves of a broom handle." The defendant showed that he was not actuated by 
malice and was merely criticizing a coarse public performance, and it was held 
that it was proper to direct a verdict against the plaintiff. 



The Law of Reproduction. — "The principle of reproduction stands next in 
importance to its elder born correlative — self-preservation, and is eqally a fun- 
damental law of existence. It is the blessing which tempered with mercy the 
justice of expulsion from Paradise. It was impressed upon the human creation 
by a beneficent Providence, to multiply the images of himself, and thus to pro- 
mote his own glory and the happiness of his creatures. Not man alone, but the 
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whole animal and vegetable kingdom, are under an imperious necessity to obey 
its mandates. From the lord of the forest to the monster of the deep ; from the 
subtlety of the serpent to the innocence of the dove ; from the elastic embrace 
of the mountain kalmia to the descending fructification of the lily of the plain, 
all nature bows submissively to this primeval law. Even the flowers which per- 
fume the air with their fragrance, and decorate the forest and fields with their 
hues, are but 'curtains to the nuptial bed.' " Com. v. Staujfer, 10 Pa.
